Now  add  to  this  number 
those  which  are  visible  to  the  ntiked  eye,  anil  to 
this,  the  jirobahle  millions  on  millions  which  the 
most  powerful  glasses  ever  constructed  arc  not  able 
to  reach  and  what  an  overwlielming  idea  we  have 
of  tlic  extent,  magnificence  and  irrandeur  of  the 
creation.  15ut  great  and  ovi  rwhclming  ns  all  this 
is,  yet,  wc  shouhl  not  forget  that  tliese  vast  assem¬ 
blages  of  systems  tnav  be  tio  more  than  one  nebu¬ 
lae  tif  the  whole  creation  ;  or  even  as  a  particle  of 
sand  to  the  whole  earth,  when  compared  w  ith  what 
lies  beyond  the  range  of  finite  |)o\vcrs  to  exjdore.

who  assume  tiio  garl)  of  viriiie,  and  under  its  fair, 
alluring  guiie  will  practice  the  vilest  of  deeds;  and 
those  who  judge  on  a  superficial  view  of  things 
nii'^ht  conclude  that  all  wearing  a  similar  gaih  be¬ 
longed  to  tlu  same  family,  and  we  have  to  regret 
that  too  many  airect  the  viniious  not  for  its  own 
sake,  hut  as  a  p.assport  to  what  they  would  call 
(»i)od  society."  May  we  not  hope  that  such  will 
learn  to  love  it  litr  its  own  sake,  and  tiiat  those  who 
think  it  "  a  rare’  plant”  will  cherish  it  with  untir¬ 
ing  solicitude — will  trans|dant  it  from  soil  to  soil, 
and  from  clime  to  clitne,  until  it  shall  not  only 
blootii  in  the  ‘•garden  of  civilization,”  hut  where 
ever  there  is  a  hand  to  act,  a  voice  to  speak,  ora 
heart  to  feel.  1 

But  no  virtue  say  j'ou  ?  Hast  thou  seen  that  I 
young  man,  (tod-like  in  liirm,  wiili  rosy  health  tij)- 
on  his  cheek,  eyes  that  rellect  the  pure  soul  and 
noble  Intellect,  with  a  countenatice  in  all  its  firms 
bespeaking  energy  and  activity,  .ind  an  arm  which 
would  hid  defiance  to  every  approach  of  ftes,  leave  i 
tlie  rougher  duties  of  life  to  attend  at  the  hed-side 
of  a  sick  and  dying  mother  ?  .See  how  gctitly  he 
smooths  the  fevered  pillow,  administers  the  sooth¬ 
ing  cordial,  or  holds  the  aching  head  ?  So  well  is 
it  done,  that  even  the  most  experienced  nurse  could 
not  do  it  better,  and  certainly  could  not  so  ellbc- 
tionately  ;  and  w  lien  the  last  word  is  spoken,  when 
the  big  tear  rolls  down  his  manly  <dieok  at  the  linal 
adieu,  and  as  the  cold  clods  fall  over  her  last  re¬ 
mains,  he  feels  to  still  love  her,  to  remember  her 
counsels  and  instructions,  ami  that  all  earth’s  trea¬ 
sures  or  alluring  guise  will  never  he  siillicicnt  to 
efface  her  memory,  there  is  no  virtue  there?  Jf 
there  is  no  vittiic.  there  is  religion  there — religion, ' 
such  as  angels  might  embrace  and  the  (lod  of  hca-  j 
ven  sanction. 

But  the  very  virtues  of  tliat  mother  are  to  he  the 
young  man's  guide  o’er  the  rugged  path  of  life: 
and  whenever  any  of  the  thotisaiid  vicesaticmpt  to 
entice  his  itiexperienced  feet,  her  \  oiee  like  a  guard¬ 
ian  nngcl,  sileiil  though  powerful  with  kindness 
and  enlroaty.  speaks  to  liim,  “do  not  thus,  my  son.”  i 
Who  cati  tell  how  many  have  hern  turned  from 
the  debasing  scenes  of  vice,  nnd  iiiduccd  to  learn 
wisdom’s  ways,  and  to  walk  therein  by  the  recol¬ 
lection  of  the  virtuous  dead  !  ' 

Piwr  fellow,  w  ho  ever  iliou  art,  go  warm  tliy  cold  ; 
heart  with  the  feelings  of  pliilaniliropy. drink  a  lit-, 
tie  of  the  milk  of  human  kindimss,  ]»our  the  oil  of, 
consolation  o'er  a  wounded  sjiirit,  attd  assist  with  ai 
cheerful  Imml  thy  needy,  siilfering  fellow  mortals  :  I 
then  shall  thmi  no  longer  have  oeeasion  to  titter  a  ' 
sentiment  like  the  above;  then  siiall  thou  find  that  j 
the  few  “  rare  plants”  of  virtue  which  “  bloom  in 
the  garden  of  civilization,”  nrc  to  he  transplanteil , 
from  this  uncongenial  soil  toa  fairer  clime,  to  where  j 
flowers  never  fade  or  fruit  never  withers.”

It  will  be  admitted  that  Gml  had  a  design  in ; 

To  deny  this,  i 
would  be  to  charge  God  with  folly,  and  destroy  the 
foundation  of  all  gratitude  to  Goil  for  the  gift  of  his 
Son.  For  if  lie  did  not  design  it  for  our  gtMxl,  then  | 
if  it  accidentally  terminates  in  good,  we  can  notj 
Teel'grateful  to  God  for  the  result,  but  must  attrib-j 


ute  it  to  our  good  luck,  independent  of  the  design  !

vantage.  And  in  cither  case,  we  should  have  no!

And' 
his  partiality  is  only  feebly  ropr.'seiiicd  by  a  .'’atlier 
that  had  a  I’amily  of  cliildron  all  .in  the  same  state 
of  [loverly  and  si;irvaiion,  while  he  has  in  store  an 
alumdant  sujiply  Ihr  ;i!l,  hut  lie  selects  a  few,  and 
feeds  and  [Kimjitrs  ilicm  ;  hut  leaves  the  rest  to 
perish  while  he,  rather  titan  bestow  ilic  remainder 
of  his  [irovisions  upon  them,  sutlers  it  to  lie  in  hisj 
sloteliouse  till  it  riecomes  mouldy,  anil  then  throws  i 
it  away.  My  God  !  wliai  lolly  will  peoiile  swallow  ifi 
ilcomes  from  a  man  in  hlaek,  standing,  (slinll  I  say?) ' 
whore  he  ought  not!  Do  not  our  spiritual  guides  * 
tell  us,  that  the  store  house  of  God's  mercy  and 
goodness  is  aliiindnnily  snllieieni  fir  all  his  eliil- 
drcii  who  are  famishing  liir  tliat  bread  which  alone 
can  give  life  to  tin  ir  souls?  And  will  they  still 
say,  that  he  never  ilc^igne  l  that  tlic  whole  should 
lie  henofited  by  this  grace  wliich  tliej'  so  much 
need  ?  But  w  lint  will  they  do  with  the  remainder  ? 
will  tlicse  elect  ones  devour  the  whole,  nr  will  it  he  i 
entirely  lost  ?  But  |iorhaps  it  will  he  denied  that' 
God’s  grace  and  goodness  are  sullicient  fir  all, 
by  those  that  would  say  ilia'  he  never  designed  that 
nil  slioiild  1)0  saved  by  them.  Jf  this  is  the  case, 
they  have  as  gooil  reasoti  to  he  otruKlcd  when  wc ' 
tell  them  that  the  last  prodigal  shall  he  admitted  to 
the  table  of  their  Goil,  as  the  elder  hrollicr  of  the 
prodigal  wotild  Iiave  had,  when  he  was  infirmed 
ihni  liishrotlier  was  silting  at  his  father’s  talile,  i.' 
he  had  really  believed  that  there  Was  no  titore  pro¬ 
visions  in  his  faiiicr’s  st.ireliousc  tlian  would  satisfy; 
his  hunger.  But  by  liic  mn>t  of  otir  Christian 
friends  it  will  ho  admitted  tliat  God  desigiieil  tliat, 
Clirisl  shouM  benefit  ail  by  his  mission,  for  they 
will  wisli  to  avoid  the  ertiel  jiartiality  of  the  oppo- 1 
site  su  j)|)osiiioii.  And  they  will  see  that  it' God  did 
not  ilesigii  to  have  pity  on  all  by  tlie  gift  of  liis  .“tjon, 
then  those  whom  Ire  did  not  design  to  henelii,  are 
under  no  obligations  of  irralilndc  to  God  fir  this  gift 
to  others,  wiiich  he  iiiifcelingly  wiihiiold  from  tliem.  J 
But  let  us  examine  the  (lociriiie  that  admits  that

eternally?  This  is  Impossible;  fir  it  supposes!

Hence  we  must  j 
come  to  the  conclusion,  that  if  God  designed  to  save  j 
all,  he  did  not  know  that  he  should  not  aecomplish 
it.  And  if  he  did  not  knowtliis,  lie  could  not  make 
a  revelation  of  what  he  himself  did  not  know, — 
Hence  those  who  admit  that  God  designed  to  save 
all,  must  acknowledge,  that  if  they  have  found  out' 
I  that  lie  will  not,  they  have  found  it  out  indepen- ; 
dent  of  the  revelation  of  God,  and  that  they  knowj 
j  more  upon  this  subject  than  Gml  did  when  he  sent  |

sin.  Our  opposers  can  cIkkisc  which  of  the  false; 
and  ridiculous  systems  they  [dcase  ;  hut  I  must  say  ; 
'  that  if  I  was  determined  to  cling  to  either  with  the 
grasp  of  a  drowning  man,  I  would  take  flic  one  that  i 
held  forth  the  barefaced  partiality  of  a  partial  de-  j 
sign,  hut  gave  God  power  and  decision  ctiotigh  to 
;  have  him  carry  into  effect  his  own  will  and  pur- 1 
,  pose  ? '  I 

i  It  is  t(x>  late  to  say,  he  came  to  make  it  possible 
for  them  to  save  themselves  on  conditions;  for  the  j 
declaration  of  the  angel  is  positive,  “  he  shall  save  J 
them  Irorr.  their  sins.”  And  to  talk  of  God’s  mak¬ 
ing  a  thing  possible,  is  a  contradiction  ;  for  that , 
I  which  was  once  impossible,  can  never  become  pos- 1 
•  sible  ;  hence  if  it  is  now  possible,  it  was  never  im-  j 
( possible  with  God.  But  if  God  designed  to  save  : 
1  all  by  delivering  them  from  the  last  enemy,  and  j 


fails  at  last,  it  must  be  because  he  did  not  suffi¬ 
ciently  count  the  cost  when  he  laid  the  tbundation, 
to  see  "heiher  he  was  able  to  finish  the  work  on  so 
broad  a  piau.  And  his  building  can  not  be  the

i  Bn.  Giiosii — Since  the  ajipcarancc  of  the  address 
to  the  stKiieiiesand  friends  in  the  boiindsof  the  Steu¬ 
ben  Association,  pitblisbcd  in  the  TIagazine  and 
Advo<;ato.  No.  3-3,  V'ol.  13,  I  have  seen  no  notice 
of  any  iiroceedings  of  ibis  body.  Oiir  Coiifereijce 
met  at  Howard,  aceonlingtoajipoinlment,  of  wiiich 
I  expect  ^oii  have  been  informed.  I  never  wit¬ 
nessed  a  more  interesting  season,  especially  during 
our  consultations  in  council.  .Several  resolutions 
were  jiassed,  and  every  movement  in  devising 
ways  and  means,  after  socitil,  friendly  and  earnest 
Alelilieraiion,  was  imatiimously  agreed  to. 

iSome  lime  previous  to  the  above  mentioned 
ineeiing,  J  made  iij)  my  mind  to  have  the  Confer¬ 
ence  adjourn  to  the  villtige  of  Hornellsville.  This 
was  a  place,  by  the  bye,  where  preaching  of  our 
order  had  seldom  been  heard,  the  people  were  uu- 
acfjnaiiited  with  otir  doctrine,  and  also  with  our 
manners  and  customs  wiicii  assembled  at  ourtwo- 
dev  .oeetings.  There  was  high  (irobability  that 
So..  Liiiiig  miglit  be  done  here  if  we  coubl  bring 
tilings  about  so  as  to  get  an  cippointmcnt.  Under 
these  etrcnmsiances,  you  know,  Br.  Grosli,  what 
ii;y  first  bti-incss  wonbl  be.  f  was  ac(|uaintcd  with 
several  per  ons  in  liinl  place,  anii-Parlialists,  but 
not»Uiiiversalisis.  'riicre  wore  some  two  or  tlire'e 
however,  to  whom  the  latter  name  would  apply. 
T!iore>iibieof  my  aci|uaintance  in  that  place  would 
come  under  the  names  of  RresbytcYiansand  Meth- 
odisti,  each  elinrch  owning  a  meeting  house.  Of 
the  latter  1  know  some  to  be  of  a  libeial  mind,  and 
as  t!ie  greriie>t  sliaro  of  tiicir  house  was  built  by 
Utiiversalists,  anti- |)arlia!i-.fs,  and  noihiiig-arians, 

I  presumed  it  wunM  be  no  hard  matter  to  secure 
the  use  of  the  house  tor  iwvi  days. 

The  [iromisc  of  the  house  was  obtained,  and  otlier 
matters  standing  all  in  sunlight  for  tlie  time  being. 

'  the  meeting  was  :i|)|)fii!itcd  at  Hornellsville,  oa  the 
,  llih  and  I’Jtli  days  of  January,  1813. 

*  The  time  arrived,  but  to  our  disappoliitmeat  the 
'  great  thaw  that  occurred  at  that  time,  had  rendered 
I  roads,  bridges,  etc.,  in  many  directions  totally  irn- 
passalile  ;  so  that  the  meeting  was  not  attended  by 
friends  from  a  distance  as  we  expected.  Informa¬ 
tion  bad  reached  me  for  two  or  three  weeks 
previous  to  the  time  of  meeting,  from  all  quarters, 

I  and  to  the  distance  of  more  than  3t)  miles  in  some 
instances,  that  they  were  coming  by  sleigh  loads. 

[  I  informed  the  few  liberal  friends  of  these  things, 
gave  them  to  understanil  what  our  visiting  fiiends 
wonM  expect,  urged  them  to  make  the  necessary 
preparations,  get  as  many  as  they  could  to  assist,  of 
their  relations  and  friends,  and  if  they  were  like  to 
fail,  lei  me  know,  and  I  would  jirocute  the  addi- 
'  tional  assistance  from  our  society,  about  10  miles 
distant.  (That  is,  to  the  centre,  or  place  where  we 
usually  tried  for  worship.”) 

!  O,  Br.  Grosh,  you  can  hardly  imagine  how  high¬ 
ly  I  was  gratified  in  this  case.  Tliere  were  pro¬ 
visions  for  liiindreds  more  than  came  to  the  meet¬ 
ing.  The  providential  occurrence  was  a  general 
disappointment  and  regret — not  regret  at  tiie  deal¬ 
ings  of  our  heavenly  Father,  but,  that  our  meet¬ 
ing  had  not  been  a  week  sooner. 

I  It  would  have  been  amusing  to  you,  brother,  I 
am  sure,  had  you  b,cen  there.  You  would  have 
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witnessed  something  new  to  you.  Did  you  ever 
attend  a  Universalist  Conference,  svliere  tliere  was 
no  society  of  our  order  ?  In  tlie  first  place,  I  did 
not  know  of  more  than  two  or  three,  to  whom  I 
thought  proper  to  cotnmunicate  my  plan.  l>ui 
when  the  time  so  long  anticipated  arrived,  I  found 
many  liberal  friends.  The  villagers,  of  both  sexes, 
exhibited  such  a  friendly  and  earnest  anxiety  for 
somebody  Jo  go  with  them.  “I  want  you  logo 
xvilh  me” — “  Vou  must  go  homo  along  with  me” 
— “  Mr.  U.  can  not  you  send  somebody  to  our 
house;  I  am  really  afraid  1  shall  be  wholly  disap¬ 
pointed  after  all.”  Tliese  expressions  would  be 
heard  from  a  dozen  at  once.  It  did  not  disturb  me, 
but  in  your  pl:icc  it  woubl  piobal)ly  be  c  alled  eon- 
fusicn.*  Well,  our  friends  would  not  be  satisfied 
until  we  agreed  to  appoint  another  Conference  be¬ 
fore  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  This 
done,  our  Conference  adjourned.  Particulars  will 
be  noticed  in  another  place. 

But  my  story  is  not  all  told.  It  appears  that 
some  of  our  tninistering  brethren  heard  our  cry  for 
help,  and  came  along  to  see  what  it  all  meant.  Br. 
T.  C.  Eaton  preached  at  the  village  of  llornellsville, 
about  the  middle  of  December,  and  left  anap|)oini- 
menl  for  Christmas  Eve.  Tlie  3Ietbc)dist  house 
was  illuminated,  and  what  was  still  better,  it  was 
filled  to  overflowing.  Br.  Whitney  of  Bochester, 
tarried  a  few  days  aftet  the  Conference  meeting, 
preached  in  the  village' — also  in  adjoining  towns, 
Canisteo,  Howard  and  Dansville.  IJr.  Eaton  pas¬ 
sed  along  again  in  the  latter  part  of  January — 
preached  several  times  in  the  village  and  ancund 
about,  and  so  the  chapter  ends. 

At  the  Conference  in  Howard,  where  we  met  to 
mature  measures  for  supplying  destitute  places 
witli  preaching  in  the  Steuben  Association,  we  re- 
ceivecJ  a  satisfactory  evidence,  from  many  places, 
of  an  interest  in  our  cause.  But  to  gain  a  more  full 
information,  we  appointed  a  travelling  committee 
to  visit  the  diflerent  parts  of  the  Assoeitition,  and 
report  thereon  at  our  Conference  in  llornellsville,  or, 
as  soon  thereafter  as  ir.ay  be.  I  have  received  no 
report  yet.  I  have  heard  that  Br.  Cheney  has 
been  |)reaching  in  the  section  assigned  to  him,  but 
have  heard  nothing  of  tiie  result.  From  Brs.  Ko- 
berts  and  Bullard,  the  other  two  tiicmbers  of  the 
committee,  1  have  heard  nothing.  I  hope  we  shall 
hear  something  on  the  side  of  prosperity,  by  the 
time  our  next  Conference  or  Association  shall  meet. 

The  Dansville  society,  as  usual,  small  but  sted- 
fast.  Sixteen  members — enjoy'  occasional,  but 
support  no  stated  preaching. 

The  Conestis  society',  njceived  into  fellowshij) 
last  summer,  I  can  give  no  information  of  it,  pro  or 
con.  The  remaining  societies — those  that  have 
been  in  fellowship  with  this  Association,  have  not 
y'Ct  re-organized  to  my  ktiowlcdge. 

Thus,  Br.  Grosh,  1  have  given  you  all  the  infor¬ 
mation  I  can,  of  the  standing,  prospects,  and  pro¬ 
gress  of  our  cause  in  the Stenben  Association.  Hard¬ 
ly  worth  noticing,  you  will  thiuk,  in  your  list  of 
statistical  information.
